Death of Judge Cox. 

Judge Western W. Cox died at his 
home in Wahfl liberty, Morgan coun- 
ty, Monday night, May 9, 1892. Some 
years ago he Hi (ft) red « stroke of par- 
tial paralysis in this city, from which 
he never recovered and which caused 
his death. 

He was a native of Morgan county. 
Ky., and was born September 28, 
INS, His father, Solomon Cox, was 
horn in Grayson county, Va., Decem- 
ber 25,1795, and moved to Morgan 
county, Ky., in 1812. He resided In 
Hath county several years and retuni- 
ed to Morgan county, where he spent 
the remainder of his life, lie was a 
son of James Cox, who lived and died 
on New River, Ya. 

Al the age of 23, Western AV. Cox 
engaged in the mercantile business al 
West Liberty; in 1855 he was made 
deputy sheriff and served in that ca- 
pacity until 1858, when lie wu< elected 
Sheriff and re-elected in 18(10. Be- 
fore the expiration of his term he eu- 
lUted in the Confederate army, Co. 
A., Fifth Ky. Infantry, and was 
soon appointed Quartermaster; in the 
fall of 18(i2 be became Recruiting Ser- 
geant under Humphrey Marshall. 
He returned to Kentucky in 1863, 
formed a company and joined the 
Tenth Ky. Cavalary, serving as Cap- 
tain of his company ; he acted in that 
capacity until 18(14, when M Wai pro- 
moted to Major in the regiment; in 
January, 18(15, he was promoied to 
Lieutenant Colonel, which paction he 
held anil] the close of the war, 
surrendering at Mt. Sterling. Ky., in 
18(55. In 18G6 he was again elected 
Sheriff of Morgan county and re-elect- 
edin >8C8. At the expiration of his 
term he was elected County Judge of 
Morgan county and re-elected in 1874. 

Ill 1S78 be was elected School Com- 
missioner and re-elected in 1880. 
Since 1870 he had sisa been engr.ge.l 
in Merchandising, farming and stock 
dealing at. West liberty, lie owned 
large boundaries of land in Morgan 
county and was a substantial, ei 
prising man.
